HE steady improvement in the external 
trade of Southern Rhodesia that was 
shown in 1933 has been maintained 

1934 and the first six months of 19365. 

In his review for last year the Govern- 
ment statistician draws a picture of the. 
economic state of the colony which should 
be heartening to other countries. It is not 
merely that the output of gold exceeded the | 
value of the previous years production by 
£680,000, though, of course, that has its 
beneficial repercussions throughout the 
country. 

There was also an all-round improvement 
in the base metal industry, and this is a really 
enco ing sign of better world conditions. 

The value of the output of chrome-ore in- 
creased from £106,000 in 1933 to £241,000 in 
1934, and coal from £241,000 to £314,000 in 
the same period. The quantity of asbestos 
sold increased, although the value decreased.

But here it should be remembered 
that the cofony benefits by the 
tons mined.

Rhodesian asbestos was purchased in 1934 
by the United Kingdom, India, Australia and 
Japan, but the exports to the U.S.A. fell off 
by 1,000 tons. 

The official figures for the first six months 
of 1935 continue the story, for the value of 
minerals then produced was £300,957 higher 
than the corresponding period in 1934. Gold, 
bilver, coal, asbestos, mica-tin, copper all 
show ter quantities raised and higher 
values obtained. Chrome, iron-pyrites and 
ungsten show decreases. Actually more 
chrome-ore was produced than in the first six 
months of 1934, cut the value was lower. 


AGRICULTURE 


Turning to agriculture the picture is not 
so rosy. The clouds oi the general depression 
still hang over the farmer, though they were 
less gloomy and forbidding in 1934 than the 
year before. The tobacco crop was the 
argest ever reaped in the Colony. The 
total quantity exported rose from 12,155,000Ib. 
in 19335 to 21,186,000lb. in 1934, aff the value 
from £447,000 to £770,000, respectively. As 
usual, the United Kingdom was the principal 
buyer. 

here was a heavy fall in the export of 
maize during 1934, but this was due to small 
crops in 1933. In the Southern hemisphere 
it is always difficult to fit agricultural figures 
into calendar years, because mid-summer, 
which is the active season of the year, comes 
at the new year. 


CATTLE TRADE 


The cattle position was made difficult by 
small outbreaks of a mild form of foot-and- 
mouth disease, which checked movements and 
disorganised sales 

A new export trade in meat extracts and 

preserved meat has resulted from the opening 
of a canning factory. The total exports in 
these new products exceeded £40,000 during 
1934. An increase of nearly 50 per cent. in 
the value of hides exported was mainly due 
to heavy purchases by the United Kingdom 
and the Continent. 
During 1934 there was an increased demand 
for the products of the secondary industries 
of the Colony, amongst the most marked 
being clothing, wheaten flour and meal, beer, 
and cigarettes. Improvement in re-export 
trade to Northern Rhodesia was particularly 
marked. 


INCREASED IMPORTS 


The total value of imports during 1934 
shows an improvement of £728,197, or 15.9 
per cent. over 1935. 

Although the range of the trade with the 
United Kingdom is wide and covers the 
greater part of the Colony’s imports, it con- 
sists mainly of machinery, metal manufac- 
ture and soft goods. 

Motor cars imported in 1934 totalled 1,971, 
which is the highest figure for any one year. 
The number of motor trucks and vans im- 
ported also reached a record figure, which 
was actually double that of the year before.

FUNERALS OF VICTIMS 


The first official statement concerning the 
explosions at South Kirkby Colliery, South 
Elmsall, Yorkshire, in which ten men were 
fatally injured, was issued yesterday—the 
day of the funeral of four of the victims. 

In the report, Mr. Norman Baster, genera] 
manager of the South Kirkby, Featherstone’ 
and Hemsworth Collieries, Ltd., shows that} 
tubs obstructing the progress of some of the 
rescue workers caused a delay which was re& 
sponsible for their deaths. It was stated by 
Mr. Baster, who, with the manager, Mr, 
George Dixon, was gassed during the rescu@' 
operations, that there were two explosions,

EXPERIMENT OR 
SUICIDE 


DEAD MAN WITH POETRY 
ON KNEE 


The theory that his son died while carrying 
out an experiment, advanced by Mr. Arthur 
Sawney at the inquest at Windsor last night 
on Leonard Sawney (25), of Lent Rise, Burn- 
ham, Bucks., who was found gassed in a 
motor car in Windsor Great Park on Mon- 
cay was rejected by the Coroner, Mr. J. D. 
Gale. A verdict of suicide was returned, 
the Coroner adding that there was nothing 
te show the state of mind. 

The father said that his son had been quite 
normal of late. On Sunday he noticed that 
his son was doing something to the car, bub 
he did not know what it was. It was his 
opinion that he was carrying out an experi- 
ment, and carried it too far. He was a very 
studious boy and was fond of experiment- 
ing. 

Police Constable Goodman described how 
he found Sawney. The car was full of gas 
from the exhaust pipe, a tube having been 
taken into the car through a hole bored in 
the floorboards. On Sawney’s lap was an 
electric cycle lamp and an exercise book 
containing the first three verses of Gray's 
Elegy, written on the first page in pencil. 

Dr. A. Osborne st ated that death was due 
to carbon monoxide poisoning. 

William FE. Bateman said that he had ' 
known Sawney for four years, and when ha 
was verv depressed he once said that ha 
would take his life if he got too “fed up.”

Anart from the extensive facilities for dental 
treatment, evesight-testing, and inspections 
for personal cleanliness, the Council recently 
has: purchased audiometers for testing the 
hildren’s hearing.

The inspections have ‘not been 
compulsory, and records indicate that many 
of the young people havé hesitated to take 
advantage of the scheme. 

Am analysis of the first results shows that 
of 562 boys examined, the nutritional state 
of 531 was either excellent or normal. Only 
in twelve cases was it less tkan normal, and 
not one was bad. There were sixteen cases 
of gub-normal nutrition and four bad cases 
out of 465 girls. The clothing and personal 
cleanliness of boys and girls were good, and 
over half of them had sound teeth. Sixty- 
one boys and 64 girls, however, required 
treatment for bad eye-sight. 

Tests have also been carried out at junior 
Inspection centres of unemploved bovs and 
girls. One of 425 boys and girls examined, 
the nutritional state of 115 was below nor- 
mal and four suffered from malnutrition. 
Steps were taken to remedy these defects. In 
practically every case, however, their clothes 
and their personal cleanliness were satisfac- 
tory, which indicates, perhaps, that, despite 
poverty, the young people out of work still 
retain that pride in appearance which was 
inculcatéed at the school.

At the inguest at Cheriton Bishop, Devon, 
last night on Sir George Guy Chetwynd, 
Bart. (61),-of Budleigh Salterton who was 
killed in a motor accident at Cheriton Cross, 
near Exeter, on Tuesday night, the jury re- 
turned a verdict of accidental death, “' pos- 
sibly owing to the smooth state of the road 
and its excessive camber.’’

I'he speed of Sir Guy's car seemed to be 
quite reasonable. The i1cad was dangerously 
wet and at that point suddenly changed 
from rough to smooth. He had heard many 
complaints about it. 

Police Sergeant Crook said that Sir Guv’s 
car was in perfect mechanical order, but 
both back tvres were worn fairly smooth. 
. Sir Guy Chetwynd’s mother, Lady Florence 
Paget, daughter of the second Marquis of 
Anglesey, .created history on July 16, 1864, 
by eloping with the Marquis of: Hastings on 
the eve of her marriage to Viscount. then Mr. 
Henry. Chaplin. Lady Florence drove up 
with Mr. Chaplin and her chaperon to a city 
shop, entered it and slipped through to the 
back entrance, where the Marquis was waiting 
in a hansom.

Dublin will have an interest in the world’s 
championship pipe band contest at the Cowal 
Gathering, Deacon: Scotland, which is to be 
held on next Saturday. The Fintan Lalor 
Band, Dublin, will sail to-night to take part 
in the contest, For the second successive 
year, they are the sole Irish representatives, 
and the members of the band are full of 
confidence. 

They will, however, meet with strong 
opposition. Among the fifty-six entries, they 
will be matched against seventeen teams of 
Scotland’s most famous bands, including 
several from the Highlands, a number from 
the mining districts of Lanarkshire and 
Fife, and others attached to units of the 
Territorial Army. 

In spite of this, the Dublin band has good 
reason for its optimism, Last year, at the 
Gathering for the first time, they were just 
over two points behind the crack Clan 
Macrae Band, winners of the coveted world’s 
trophy. Since then they have been inten- 
sively coached by their trainer (Mr, A. 
Meikle), an cx-pipe major of a Scottish regi- 
ment, who brought the members of the band 
out for a final “try-out’’ in Croke Park, 
Dublin, last mht. 

Here the secretary of the band told an 
Irish Times reporter that the band had last 
year won six contests, including the G.A.A. 
golden jubilee trophy, the N.A.C.A, and 
Civic Guard aeridheacht trophies, while this 
year they had been first in the only contest 
for which they had entered—the Fingal Feis. 

“At the Cowal Gathering last year,” he 
said, ‘we gave some of the Scots bands a 
fright, and were just over two points behind 
the winners of the world’s contest. We know 
that we are ever so much better this year, 
and with our experience, and the fact that 
we fully realise the merit of the fine bands 
which will oppose us, we hope to carry off 
the big trophy. Last year we were awarded 
76 per cent, m this contest—almost twice as 
many points more than any previous Irish 
band—and@ we fully expect to exceed that on 
Saturday.”

RESOLUTIONS FROM

Two tablets, erected at the Valve Tower of 
the Silent Valley Reservoir of the Belfast 
Water Commissioners, in the Mourne Moun 
tains, were unveiled to-day by Mrs. A 
Dalzell, wife of Mr, Alexander Dalzell, a 
member of the Board. 

One of the tablets commemorates the suc- 
cessful completion of the work by the Bel- 
fast Water Commissioners under the powers 
conferred upon them by the Belfast Water 
Act of 1893, under which the Silent Valley 
Reservoir formed part of a scheme designed 
by the late Mr. Luke Livingston Macassey, 
M.Inst.C.E., for augmenting the water supply 
of the city and district. 

The tablet also commemorates the fact 
that the first sod was cut on October 10, 
1923, by Lord Carson, and on completion of the 


Duke of Abercorn, K.G., K.P., Governor of 
Northern Ireland, on May 24, 19353. 

During the years of construction the office 
of chairman of the Belfast Water Board was 
held by Mr. William J. Scarlett, J.P. (1925- 
'24), whose name is inscribed on the tablet, 
together with the names of those Commis- 
sioners who sat on the Board during the 
eried. 

'The other tablet is erected to the memory

DISTANCE RECORDS

| ‘From Oun Mororina ConREsPONDENT, 


Sik M OLM CAMPBELL and Cap- 
tain George Eyston, ‘who. arrived at 
New. York on Tuesday, were expected to 


leave yesterday for Utah, where they are 


to make attempts upon various speed re- 
cords. These record attempts will be 
made on the Salduro salt beds, where 
John Cobb and Company recently assailed 
with success the majority of the “world's 
long-distance figures. 

Campbell hopes to reach the 300 m.p.h., 
a figure which eluded him at Daytona 
Beach. “ But even if I do not reach 300 
m.p.h.,” he has stated, “I will not be 
disappointed. The scientific data which I 
will acquire’ will be so valuable as to 
make the trip worth while.” He will 
drive the Blue Bird, in which he broke the 
world’s land speed record this year at 
276.816 m.p.h. 

Eyston’s car is called Speed of the 
Wind. It resembles the Blue Bird in ap- 
pearance, but is smaller. The engine is a 
450 h.p. Rolls-Royce Kestrel. There is a 
four-speed gear-box fitted very far for- 
ward, and the hydraulic brakes act only 
on the rear wheels. The cockpit is very 
clean, and,Zyston has described the car 
as probably the most comtortable record- 
breaker of its size in existence. 

Some days ago Speed of the Wind was 
tried out at Brooklands, ‘‘ just to see if it 
really worked.” No attempt was made to 
drive the car fast; yet it touched 130 
m.p.h. It ran with delicious ease, and 
was so well sprung that the bumps on the 
track were not noticeable. 

Eyston’s co-drivers in the long-distance 
attempts will be Albert Denly, the well- 
known Brooklands engineer, and Flight- 
Lieutenant C. S. Staniland, the T.T. 
driver, motor cyclist, and former R.A.F. 
test pilot. 

As the rains start in Utah in about 
three weeks’ time the record-breakers can- 
not afford to waste any time.

The Spanish Minister for War, Seftor Gil 
Robles, has despatched forces to Ibiza, the 
naval base in the Balearic Islands, and to 
Ceuta, the Spanish base in Africa, which 
looks across the Straits to Gibraltar. 
Britain has sent ships to the Mediter- 
ranean, and has brought the garrisons at 
Malta and Port Said to full strength. In 
these movements we discern anxiety for the 
lines of communication through what 
always must be the most important waters 
of the civilised world. By Gibraltar and 
Port Said, the western and eastern gates of 
the great sea are controlled. Malta com- 
mands the routes from east to west and 
from north to south; it stands directly 
athwart the route from Italy to her African 
possessions. Ibiza lies beside the com- 
munications of France with Africa ; and its 
fortification has been carried out for the 
express reason that, if rivalry between 
France and Italy in Northern Africa 
should issue in war, Spain must be able to 
prevent the seizure of the Balearic Islands 
by either belligerent.

which would stimulate the birth-rate stil! 
more. It will not be impertinent for other 
nations to ask what are the real aims of 
such a policy. Germany is carrying a 
greater population than she can bear with 
comfort, and her overcrowded condition, 
even now, is one of the major problems in 
Europe. Yet she is taking steps to ecure 
an even greater population in the future, 
and she must know that proper provision 
cannot be made for it within the boundaries 
of Germany. 


Noise 


The people of England have a flair for 
societies, most of which seem to have no 
plausible reason for existence. One of 
their better organisations, however—an 
organisation, indeed, which has- done a 
great deal of useful work during the last 
year or so—is the Anti-Noise League. Two 
years ago, as the League's first annual 
report points out, certain highly-placed 
Englishmen woke to the fact that the 
increasing din of modern life was endan- 
gering the nation’s health and happiness. 
They issued through the Press an appeal 
for help in a campaign to lessen the evil, 
and now their organisation possesses the 
support of thousands of people in Britain. 
There is.a tendency in some quarters to 
think that -this insistence on the increase 
of noise is overdone. The modern motor 
car, it is objected, actually makes less 
noise in its progress over the smooth roads 
of to-day than the brougham and horse- 
wagon made upon the cobblestones of last 
century. Such criticism, says the League, 
is untrue; traffic noises have become more 
penetrating, more strident, and more un- 


| ing their absence. 


rhythmically continuous during the “past 
thirty years. Moreover, numerous noises 
exist at present which were unknown then. 
The loud-speaker—especially when it is 
used for commercial purposes—can disturb 
a whole street’s peace; the gramophone 
hurls the brassy din of jazz music through 
open windows; the motor cycle excels in 
stridency the motor car at its worst, and 
the navvy’s hammer, loud though it was, 
has been superseded by the appalling 
clamour of the pneumatic drill—perhaps, 
the most horrible trial that modern ears 
must endure. Much valuable work, as we 
gather, hac been accomplished by the 
Anti-Noise League; for who can doubt 
that its propaganda is behind the various 
steps which have been taken towards 
reform by the British local authorities 
and by the <imners themselves? The  '. 
fashioned, rattling milk-cart, which I 
to torment uneasy sleepers in the moruing 
hours, is being replaced by silent electric 
vans; the London ‘‘silence zones,’’ in 
which the blowing of motor horns is for- 
bidden during certain hours, have been a 
blessing ; many authorities have exercised 
control over loud-speakers and gramo- 
phones, and one city council has en- 
couraged the use of silencers on road- 
drills. Ireland might do well to take a 
leaf from England’s book before the 
nuisance of noise becomes intolerable 
here 
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' The Tall Hat 


Lord Runciman regrets the passing of 
the silk hat. While presenting the 
Mayoress of Blyth with a gold chain two 
or three days ago, he asked whether she 
could persuade the Mayor to wear a tall 
hat in the course of his official duties, “I 
can recall the day,” said Lord Runciman, 
“when all the old shipping men at Blyth, 
irrespective of the size of their ships, used 
to wear one.” We sympathise to a certain 
extent with Lord Runciman’s regret, but 
fear that the day of the tall hat has gone 
for ever. It was the creation of a more 
leisurely age, and met the conditions of 
that age; but it has no place in a world

God in connection with the present inter 
national crisis ? 7 

While it is needless for me to enter into 
the rights and wrongs of the dispute between 
Italy and Abyssinia, two things, at least, are 
plain—first, that an early resort to arms 1s 
threatened, and second, that if war breaks 
out the limitation of the area of conflict to 
the original principals will be very difficult 
to secure. 

Christian people should, therefore, pray 
earnestly that God will so dispose the hearts 
of those particularly concerned that they may 
turn away from the grave responsibility of 
challenging war, with all its incalculable con- 
sequences, and that the issue of the forth- 
con.ing deliberations of the Council of the 
League of Nations at Geneva on September } 
may be to give an authoritative lead in the 
direction ot a peaceful settlement. 

I give the following directions for use at

Although details and confirmation are 
lacking, tho New York Journal of Com- 
merce says that between four and seven 
cargoes of aviation spirit and Diesel oil, 
together with. moderate quantities of 
lubrieating oil, are reported to have been 
purchased for shipment from the Gulf of 
Mexico to Massawa, on the Red Sea, pre- 
sumably for Italian account.

George, which was recently purchased by 
the Italian Line, has sailed from New York 
for Trieste with a cargo described in 
Customs reports as “ towels.’’ Italian 
officials said the ship would be used in the 
“ Mediterranean service,” but they did 
not know the specific nature of the cargo.

SUPER-ARBITRATOR 
CALLED IN

PARIS, Wednesday. 

The four members of the Italo-Ethiopian 
Commission of Arbitration have failed to 
agree. They have asked M. Politis, the 
Greek Minister in Paris, to take his seat 
with them as super-arbitrator. M. Politis 
has accepted. After this afternoon's meet- 
ing the Commission issued the following 
communiqué :— 

“The Itale-Ethiopian Commission of 
Conciliation and Arbitration met in the 
rooms of one of the arbitrators at 4 o'clock 
this afternoon. It resumed the long 
deliberation begun yesterday and sus- 
pended to permit the verification of a 
certain number of points. The four 
arbitrators had to record that no majority 
could be found among them on all points 
submitted for their examination. They 
then unanimously agreed that the moment 
had come to beg the fifth arbitrator to 
iain them. M. Politis was immediately 
informed; and expressed himself as ready 
to respond to the Commission’s appeal. 

The next sitting of the Commission will 
be held to-morrow morning, when M. 
Politis will hear statements from both 
sides. An arbitral decision must be 
rendered by September Ist. 


PRECAUTIONS IN MALTA

“ But we shall be striving for peace and 
freedom among nations.

AUSTRIAN-BORN ITALIANS 
WANT NEITHER

INNSBRUCK, Wednesday. 


According to reports from Austro- 
German sources in Bolzano, Austrian-born 
young men of military age from that town 
and surrounding villages—which were 
Austrian territory before the War—are 
crossing the frontier into Austria. 

One of the principal placards with 
which the Fascists have plastered the 
town is: “In Africa there is glory and 
a job for everyone,” but it is the 
Abyssinian campaign which has Jed forty 
young men from the villages of Nova and 
Onente and twelve from the village of 
Bronzolo to cross the frontier. 

According to them, when they heard the 
rumour of mobilisation, they packed 
their knapsacks and started for the 
frontier. Most of them are well-known 
climbers and know the way across. Some 
of these German-speaking men deserted 
after they had been called up, but the 
majority did so beforehand. 

Although Signor Mussolini’s present 
visit to Bolzano is his first to that town, 
he has not seen any members of the 
German-speaking population, who con- 
stitute the majority, except the Bishop of 
Bressanona. Meanwhile; Fascists are 
still plastering the streets of the town 
with pictures of the Duce and of the 
proud part played by Italians in the 
Great War in their struggle with 
Austria. 

Most of the billposting work was done 
at night, and the inhabitants of Bolzano 
woke up one morning to find that their 
town was the most patriotic in the whole 
of Italy, Even the church in the main 
square has ere its part. Near-by a 
picture of Mussolini streams out on the 
wind, and on arrival at Bolzano one is 
greeted with a huge streamer across the 
street, which says: 

“ Mussolini is always right.” '

POST-PROHIBITION 
DEMAND IN USS.

N optimistic trade outlook is respon- 
sible for a marked improvement in 
the distilling industry last year in the 
Irish Free State. Partly this, and partly 
the fact that post-prohibition demand has 
depleted stocks to a very considerable ex- 
tent, have caused the output in 1933 to be 
doubled in 1934. 

The statistics provided by the Depart- 
ment of Industry and Commerce show that 
the production of distilled spirits last year 
reached a total of 678,309 proof gallons, 
as compared with 323,687 proof gallons in 
1933, while distilled grains increased from 
61,399 ewts. to 103,527 cwts. The net 
selling value showed a _ proportionate 
increase, the comparative values for all 
distilled products during the last two 
years being £279,508 and £147,367. The 
net output, representing the difference 
between the gross output and the cost of 
xeon amounted in value to £193,604 
ast year, as against £99911 in the 
previous year, and the number of 
employés engaged in the industry in- 
creased from 272 in 1933 to 415. 

When these remarkable figures were 
brought to the notice of Mr. G. L. 
Jameson, Raheny Park, Clontarf, County 
Dublin, a member of the firm of Messrs 
John Jameson and Son, Ltd., Dublin, he 
explained that the increase in production 
and employment in the industry was due 
to a process of recovery,’ as it were 
Following the lifting of prohibition in 
America, very large quantities of Irish 
stocks were sent out there, le. ving home 


supplies considerably depleted. Although 
the American demand has not 
come up to expectations on account 


of the economic depression, and the sup- 
plies sent out will meet that country’s 
requirements for some time, it is necessary 
to replenish home stocks in order to meet 
any contingency that may arise from an 
improvement of the situation across the 
Atlantic. 


A SURPRISE 

“The consumption of spirits,’’ Mr. 
Jameson told an Jrish Times representa- 
tive, “ had been falling off at a terrific 
rate for some years, and the éudden de- 
mand at the beginning of 1934 came as a 
surprise, which, although the industry 
was quite equal to the development, 
drained existing stocks to a severe extent. 
Immediate replenishment was necessary, 
of course ; for we have to look ahead seven 
or eight or ten years, to the time when 
the spirits now being produced will be 
ready for use, and when in all probability 
the economic cycle will have brought im- 
proved conditions and a better market.’’ 

Referring to the present export trade, 
Mr. Jameson said that the large supplies 
sent to America following the repeal had 
flooded the market, but further big orders 
were now coming in this autumn—many 
of them are already booked—and, from the 
distillers’ point of view, business in the 
near future should be very satisfactory.

seems to be perfectly clear. He is deter- 
mined to impose his will upon Abyssinia, 
and he believes in doing so by force. One 
principal motives is that the 
a"! of the Italian defeat at Adowa 
must be wiped out in battle, while he 
wishes also, no doubt, to impress the 
world with the warlike strength of the 
Fascist régime, Possibly, the Abvssinians 
have thought. rather too lightly of the 
Italians ever since their victory of nearly 
forty years ago, and for this reason made 
the administration of the neighbouring 
Italian colonies more difficult. There may 
even exist a feeling in Addis Ababa, as 
the Italians assert, that Eritrea is Abys- 
sinia irredenta, Among the propesals 
made in Paris was a system of collective 
protection for the italian colonies, but 
this project was not at all to the taste of 
Signor Mussolini. He has made a new 
Italy, and he claims a new place for her 
in Africa. He believes expansion to be 
necessary for the welfare of Italy, though 
expansion is quite possible without inva- 
sion, and he considers that Abyssinia can 
supply the space for surplus population 
and the raw materials which Italy needs. 
IIe brushes aside the genera] and particn- 
lar compacts by which he is debarred from 
infringing her integrity, and he is ex- 
pected to charge Abyssinia at Geneva with 


being totally unfit to be a member 
of the League, and even, perhaps, 
to demand her expulsion. Such a 
request would come oddly from a 


country which, with France, was most 
active in promoting her membership, but 
other countries must clearly be prepared 
to listen to a long list of charges, supported 
by documents and photographs, which 
Signor Mussolini has had prepared with 
elaborate thoroughness. 

It is universally admitted that conditions 
in Abyssinia are still backward, and that, 
in spite of the efforts of the present 
monarch, slave-owning habits are deeply 
ingrained in the sos 
population. Signor Mussolini's denuncia- 
tion may make a certain impression. Nor 
is there the slightest doubt that the Duce 
carries with him in his policy at the 
present time the devoted support of the 
vast majority of his countrymen. The 
excited scenes of enthusiasm at the 
departure of troops for East Africa, and 
the remarkable demonstrations of loyalty 
to himself wherever he appears, show that 
the people of Italy are in a state of exalta- 
tion, and that at the present moment 
Signor Mussolini, who is in much the same 
state himself, could lead them to any 
extravagance. That is the country, and 
that is its mood with which the other 


members of the League will have to deal 


when they meet in Geneva next week, It 
is at least satisfactory that Signor Musso- 
lini has consented to make a full -tate- 
ment of his case, and he may be sure that 
it will be given the fullest and fairest can-

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BANDITS POSE AS 
GENDARMES 


HOW THEIR PRISONERS 
WERE DISGUISED 


-

BERLIN, Wednesday. 


GRAPHIC account of the capture of 

Mr. Gareth Jones, former Secretary 
of Mr. Lloyd George, by the bandits in 
China on July 28, is given by his com- 
panion, Dr. Mueller, the correspondent of 
the German News Agency, in a despatch 
to his Berlin office, published to-day. Mr. 
Gareth Jones was found shot on August 
11th. | 

Dr. Mueller tells how the motor waggon 
bearing himself and Mr. Jones entered 
the village of Hochaitahuofang, and con- 
tinues:—‘‘ As we drove into the village, 
Gareth Jones noticed a man in Chinese 
uniform and pointed him out to me. As, 
however, we were in indisputably Chinese 
territory, it was only to be expected that 
we should meet members of the Chinese 
gendarmerie. Just as we were driving out 
of the village the gendarmerie suddenly 
began to shoot at us. From behind garden 
walls and on the houses to right and left 
they suddenly appeared and shot at us 
like wild men—these people in the blue 
uniform and caps of the gendarmerie, It 
made no difference that we stopped im- 
mediately, and that I jumped from the 
car and ran towards where the shots were 
comang from. 

“ Bullets flew past my head, and two 
struck the engine of the car. After be- 
tween thirty and forty shots the firing 
stopped. Several of the men who had 
been shooting came towards us, apparently 
embarrassed. It was all a mistake, they 
exclaimed. They were gendarmerie who 
had been sent to protect the roads from 
bandits and Japanese, and they had mis- 
taken our car for a Japanese one. I was 
invited into a house near by to drink a 
cup of tea and accept the apologies of 
their commander. While I went to do 
this the other occupants of the car climbed 
out. ‘They were surrounded at once, and 
Gareth Jones and the chauffeur had their 
arms tied behind their backs. I did not 
see that: for I was by this time imside 
one of the Chinese farmsteads. 


“PURELY FORMAL” 


“ My servant brought my luggage to the 
house, and I was asked to open it for a 
purely formal examination before we pro- 
ceeded. When our boxes were opened and 
a few silver dollars were seen inside, the 
men could not keep up the sham any 
longer. They grabbed the dollars and put 
them in their pockets. That seemed a 
bit ‘ too steep’ for a gendarme. I jumped 
up and asked what sort of manners these 
were, Then came calmly, almost modestly, 
the answer—‘ Oh, we are not gendarmes 
at all; we are only bandits.’ 

“ Almost simultaneously, Gareth Jones 
was brought to the house in which, as | 
now realised, L was a prisoner, and the 
atmosphere became much more unfriendly. 
A crowd of bandits jostled into the little 


room, or stood at the open window, and | 


one after another pointed his rifle and re- 
volver at us, and threatened to make an 
end to our lives. Meanwhile, in the court- 
yard bandits were dictating to my servant 
the list of money and munitions required 
as ransom for us. . . The servant and 
the chauffeur had their bonds removed, 
and were told to drive immediately to 
Paochang and Kalgan, to get into’ touch 
with our diplomatic representative, and 
bring about the payment of the ransom 
as quickly as possible. 
“FELT NO FEAR” 

‘While I was being bound Gareth 
Jones related to me what had happened 
to him. He had attempted to follow me 
from the car, but searcely had he alighted 
when the bandits pounced on him and tied 
his hands behind his back. They went 
into a house. After long discussions the 
bandits drew the end of the cord with 
which he was bound over the balcony 
above his head. At the same time one of 
them stood behind him with a knotted 
rope, and Jones had every reason to think 
that there and then his life would end. 
With just pride he related to me after- 
wards that he felt no fear, and not the 
slightest weakness, and that he took only 
quite a matter-of-fact interest in the ont- 
ward. proceedings. 

“ By this time the bandits had gathered 
in full strength, and we were led out 
after our pockets had been emptied again, 
and everything, even to our handkerchiefs, 
had been removed. Of our clothing, they 
left us shoes and stockings, shorts and 
khaki shirts. Then we were prepared for 
our journey, so that from a distance we 
could not be distinguished as foreigners. 
Quickly, from one or the other of the 
curious peasants who were looking on, the 
necessary pieces of clothing were removed 
for us to put on. We were each given a 
dirty straw hat, torn from a no less dirty 
head, and it was rammed on to our brows. 
At last the journey could begin.’’ 
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FOOD PRICES TOO 
HIGH

REDUCTION ORDERED IN 
GERMANY 


From Revuter’s ConnRF8PoNDENT. 


BERLIN, Wednesday. 

Growing anxiety among German house- 
wives as a result of increasing food prices 
has to-day met with a response from the 
Minister of Food and Agriculture. Since 
the termination of office of Germany’s 
price dictator, Dr. Goerdeler, in July, 
prices have risen between 30 and 40 per 
cent. for a number of articles of daily 
consumption. 

Tho Minister has now ordered the 
reduction of meat and lard prices to the 
level] existing on March álst. An excep- 
tion is made, however, for a few special 
kinds of meat, which, according to the 
Ministerial decree, “do not play a réle 
in the feeding of a large proportion of the 
population, as experience has shown.” 

It is also decreed that the prices for 
potatoes, vegetables, oil and cheese shal! 
be lowered to the correct official level. 
Butchers in Berlin have for some weeks 
been allowed to buy their meat only on a 
quota system, .

é A TTACKS on the Abbey Theatre are.

Galway on Tuesday last. 

“The attacks are also frequently based 
on falsehoods, but I cannot make any 
official comment. I consider, however, 
that the leading article in the Irish Times

The leading article to which Mr. 


Higgins referred commented that: ''Any 
work which does not show Ireland as a 
land of saints and scholars, any play 
which ventures to attack or satirise an 
aspect of Irish life, is condemned at once 
as a treacherous onslaught on the national 
prestige.’ 


CENSORED ART 

Another director of. the theatre, Dr. 
Walter Starkie, expressed the opinion 
that the people who made the attack in 
Galway completely misunderstood the 
whole purpose of Sean O’Casey’s play, 
“The Silver Tassie.” He believed that 
the play actually showed how religious 
the common soldier really is. 

“ It is ridiculous that the artist should 
not be allowed to satirise or show up the 
bad side of life,” declared Dr. Starkie. 
Censored art is of no use at all, and in a 
national theatre there must be absolute 
freedom of expression.”’ 

“ Artists,” he continued, “can only 
work when they are excited by something, 
whether that be good or bad, and they are 
frequently excited more by the abuses than 
by the good things of life. Why do not 
some artists who agree with the Abbey's 
attackers come along and be influenced by 
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good things!

concerning the recent production of ‘ The 
Silver Tassie,’ by Sean O’Casey, I feel 
obliged to make mine. I was not at any 
time in favour of the production of ' The 
Silver Tassie,’ but it seemed to be the over- 
whelming desire of the other members of 
the Board that a former decision of the 
Theatre rejecting the play should be re- 
versed. The matter arose through a 
sudden attempt on the part of Mr. Yeats 
to rush the production of what was to me 
a more objectionable anc, artistically, even 
worse play by Mr. O’Casey—namely, his 
recent and unsuccessful ‘ Within the 
Gates.’ 

““ 1 succeeded in preventing this produc- 
tion, but, as Mr. Yeats had ey dently com- 
mitted himself to Mr. O Casey s return to 
the Abbey, and as this was thought to be 
of importance, I was powerless to prevent 
the production of ‘ Ti: Silver Tassie.’ It 
was to be the Theatre's gesture to Mr. 
O'Casey, which did not seem to me at all 
necessary or desirable. Mr. Lennox Robin- 
son, who previously had been associated 
with the rejection of the play, was absent 
from ireland at the time. 


A WARNING 

“Feeling that certain portions of the play 
would be wantonly offensive to the largest 
section of our audience and tothe country 
from which the Theatre derives its subsidy, 
L took immediate steps to have certain 
excisions from and amendments of the 
printed version of the play made, particu- 
larly with regard to the travesty of the 
Sacred Office m the second act. 1 warned 
the Secretary of the Theatre, Mr. Enic 
Gorman, just when the rehearsals were be 
ginning that, as the only Catholic director 
available at the moment, | urgently desired 
this to be done, and asked him to acquaint 
the producer, Mr, Arthur Shields, of my 
wishes in the matter. Two other directors, 
Senator Blythe and Mr. F, H. Higgins, were 
aware of the action | had taken, and were 
in agreement with me. 

“In the course of the intervening weeks, 
[ repeatedly inquired from Mr, Gorman it 
this had been done, and | was repeatedly in- 
formed that Mr. Shields had been acquainted 
And so the matter rested until the production 
came on. 1 had been unable to attend the 
rehearsals. of the play or its final dress re 
hearsal, but 1 was confident, in view of the 
warning that had been given, that the good 
taste of the producer and the fact that the 
majority of the players taking part in the 
production were Catholics, would be sufficient 
security against Mr, O’Casey’s obscenity or 
insult to their own

* BRAZENLY OFFENSIVE ” 

“1 did not see tie play until the second 
night of its production, and my immediate 
feelings were that an outrage had been com- 
mitted Not alone had nothing been done 
to reduce the offensive quality of the play, 
but it was even more brazenly offen 
sive than when I had seen it in its 
London production in 1929! Next morning 
[ got into communication with the secretary 
and requested him to call a special meeting 
of the directors by telephone to consider the 
question of the withdrawal of the play, or, at 
least, its amendment for subsequent perform- 
ances. This meeting was held the same 
evening, and it was agreed that the objec- 
tionable portions already indicated by me 
should be amended. 1 made it plain at the 
same time that so long at least as I remained 
a director of the theatre this play would not 
again be seen on the Abbey stage. 

“I have considered it my duty to the 
theatre and to. myself to reveal the facts as 
above stated, but there is another aspect of 
the matter to which [ wish to call attention. 
The audience of the Abbey Theatre has for 
more than ten years shown a wholly un- 
critical, [ might say almost insane, admira- 
tion for the vulgar and worthless plays of 
Mr. O’Casey. There has been no attempt 
until now to voice any serious objection to 
any of them,. although they have all some 
almost equally objectionable quality. 


* HALF-WITTED CULTURE '' 

“On the contrary, at the bidding of the 
present half-witted ‘culture’ of London and 
New York, the ery in Dublin has been for 
more and more O'Casey to the artistic detriment 
of the Abbey and its players. The players them- 
selves, borne: wildly upon this wave of 
spurious Dublin popularity, have shown a 
reverence for his work which has not been 
given to any other author who has ever 
written for the theatre. The producer of 
‘The Silver Tassie’ was one of the piayers, 
and, at its first performance, not a line, how- 
ever irreverent, was cut, not a word, however 
obscene, was blurred. 

“May 1 say that, having made this state- 
ment, it is not my intention to engage in any 
controversy with Mr, O'Casey concerning tlre 
alleged merits of his plays or his own fan- 
tastic opinion of his importance. He is best 
at his gutter level in controversy with Mr. 
Yeats, who has replied after silently endur- 
ing years of the foulest abuse with this 
‘gesture’ which forced our audience to en- 
dure ‘The Silver Tassie,” even though it 
was only for one week,” '

interest in every European capital, and 
the world. This is only 
natural when the importance of the ques- 
tions to be considered is remembered. 
European Chancelleries realise that it 
is not only the possibility conflict 
between Italy and Abyssinia that is at 
stake, but the possible répetition of the

fate of the League of Nations itself will 
depend, to a large extetit on the outcome 
of the deliberations of the next few weeks. 


PRESIDENT’S DEPARTURE 
Already the representatives of the 
various countries - represented on the 


League Council are on their way to Geneva 
for the meeting of the Council on next 
Wednesday. The Assembly meeting is 
fixed for the following Monday. 

It is understood that President de Valera 
will leave Dublin early next week for 
Geneva in company with some officials of 
the Department of Externa) Affairs. As 
already mentioned, the Free State has not 
at present a seat on the Council: but the 
President will, of right, attend t' meet- 
ing of the Assembly. 

It will be recalled that two vears ago, 
at a time when the fate of the Leacue 
secmned to be at stake owing to the attitude 
taken up.ps Japan, President de Valera, 
as President of the Council. opened the 
thirteenth Assembly of the League, and 
his frank statement of his views as to the 
part the League should play in world 
affairs attracted widespread attention. 
The position now is as grave as, or graver 
than, it was then, and there is some 
speculation in Geneva as. to whether Mr. 
de Valera will not again express the views 
of the plain man either as an ordinarv 
delegate or—as might happen—from the 
chair; for, if he eared to accept nomina- 
tion as President of the Assembly. he 
would, it is thought, stand a ver 
chance of election. 

According to my information there is 4 
feeling among representatives of States in 
Geneva that the President of the Irish 
Free State would. as chairman, be in a 
position to exercise a certain influence 
that would not be possible for others more 
directly affected: Moreover, the President 
would approach this matter with more or 
less an open mind, for so far he has ex- 
pressed no prejudices, one way or another, 
beyond the desire for world peace.

Sir Samuel Hoare, the Foreign Secre- 
tary, left London last night for his home 
in Norfolk. where he hopes to remain for 
a day or two, The Jength of his stay 
there will depend on the course of diplo- 
matic developments. While in the country 
he will be in constant touch by telephone 
with the Foreign Office. 

The Foreign Secretary 's departure from 
London for a brief interval has been made 
possible by the many hours of work which 
ha has put in at the Foreign Office since 
he returned to Whitehall on Monday. He 
had an exceedingly busy day yesterday. 
In addition to continuing the study of the 
Abyssinian situation, he found time to 
receive many visitors on matters unrelated 
to the grave problem of the hour. 


DISTINGUISHED VISITORS 


One of his visitors was M. Corbin, the 
French Ambassador. Ho also saw the 
Belgian Ambassador and the Netherlands 
Minister 

Others who had interviews with the 
Foreign Secretary during the day were 
Mr. S. M. Bruce, High Commisstoner for 
Australia; Mr. Walters, a member of the 
League Secretariat. who is on a visit to 
London; and Senator James P, Pope, of 
Idaho, a prominent American supporter 
of the League, and the. principle of 
collective security. 

Senator Pope, whose activities have pro- 
voked adverse comment from some of his 


official mission, and does not represent the 


American travelling in Europe 
Senator Pope was received by Sir Samuel 
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American Government in any way. It 
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Flows at the request of the American 
mbassy. 
Senator Pope leaves London for Paris 
to-day. 
Mr, Anthony Eden, Minister for League 
of Nations Affairs, was also busily en- 
gaged at the Foreign Office. His visitors 
included the Spanish Ambassador, Senor 
Ion Ramon Peres “dé Ayala, and the 
Latvian Minister, M. Charles Zarine. 
_Aecording to present plans, Mr. Eden 
will leave London for Geneva on Monday, 
and will be in Geneva twenty-four hours 
before the Council meets on Wednesday. 
There is no intention at present of having 
further talks in Paris between Mr. Eden 
and French Ministers on his way to 
Geneva. Meantime Mr. Eden is preparing 
his report to the Council. on the three- 


unhappily ten days ago. The French and 
British Governments still think that the 
proposals then made to, and réjected by, 
taly are worthy of better treatment than 
they have received so far, and it is evi- 
dent that the last has not been heard of 
them. 


THE OFFER TO ITALY 


The proposals will be laid before the 
Council, and it is believed they will con- 
vince most of the members of the Council 
that a very fair offer, capable of meeting 
all legitimate Italian aspirations in 
Abyssinia, has been made to Italy. 

Sir Samuel Hoare will be attending the 
Assembly meetings, which begin on 
September 9.

DUBLIN BREWERY 
ACCIDENT 


MEN SCALDED BY 
STEAM

IGHT young Dublin men, employés of 
Messrs. A. Guinness, Son and Co., 


ing in the St. James’s Gate Brewery, 
Dublin, om-Jast Tuesday afternoon. 

They were cleaning out a vat, when a 
steam pipe, which they apparently had 
been using in the operation and had turned 
off, was accidentally switched on again. 
A jet of scalding steam shot out from the 
pipe, and rapidly filled the vat. Four of 
the men jumped for the ladder and climbed 
to safety ; the remaining four were scalded 
about the face, hands, legs and arms, 
before being rescued. 

They are stated to be: Thomas Dunphy, 
aged about 23 vears, of Kirwan street 
Cottages; Patrick Byrne, aged about 26 
years, of Reginald square ; Francis Keogh, 
aged about 23 years, of Ard Righ road, and 
Michael Kinsella, aged about 22 years, of 
Dunlop avenue. 

Their cries when the steam enveloped 
them attracted the attention of fellow- 
workers, who ran and turned off the tap 
on the steam pipe. With the aid of other 
men who came on the scene the four were 
carried out, semi-conscions, it is stated. 


Dunphy and Byrne appeared to be 
seriously injured, and were taken to 
Steevens’s Hospital, where they were 


treated. After about four hours Byrne 
was allowed to go home, but Dunphy is 
detained in the hospital. His condition is 
linproving. 

In the meantime the other men, after 
treatment in the medical section of the 
brewery, were also allowed to go home. 

No information about the incident was 
available at any of the offices of the 
brewery throughout yesterday.

NAIROBI, Wednesday. 

Two Indians, believed to be the missing 
airmen, have been seen from the air in a 
native village in the Luanga Valley, 
according to information received here by 
the Kenya police today from Mpika, 
Northern Khodesia.

The two Indians—Messrs. Pockhanawall 
and Dalal—were attempting a flight from 
Karachi to the Cape. They set out from 
Mbeya for Mpika on Thursday, but no 
news had been heard of them until to- 
day’s report. The village where they were 
seen is a two days’ march from Mpika, 
and the authorities are sending provisions 
for them. It is assumed here that they 
were compelled to make a forced Janding 
on a mountain-side, and that they walked 
to the nearest village.

Alberta itself is a province of im- 
mense naturai resources, ulmost wholly un- 
exploited, and its populaticn is hard-working, 
decent and reasonable. But it is determined 
to have a square deal, and I believe that, 
under Mr. Aberhart, it wuiil get it. 

Since the application of social credit 
principies involves the use of financial credit 
for the benefit of the general population 
rather than the banking system, it 1s certain 
that the new Government will meet with 
all the opposition that can be provided 
by International Finance. Whilst this opposi- 
tion may delay the result, I do not think it 
will ultimately affect it. 


MAY AFFECT BRITAIN 

The repercussions upon both the Canadian 
Federal election and upon the Social Credit 
movement, which exists in practically every 
British Dominion overseas, are likely to be 
great, with consequent, and probably irresist- 
ible, pressure upon the policy of the British 
Cabinet at home. So far as Canada is con- 
cerned the problem of debt, more particularly 
in the western provinces, has now reached 
a stage in which either fresh methods must 
be used to deal with it or repudiation must 
become inevitable. Taxation has definitely 
come under the influence of the Law of 
Diminishing Returns. Properties are being 
abandoned from sheer inability to pay the 
tax upon them, with a result that a smaller 
and diminishing base for the tax structure is 
left to bear the load. The result of the drying 
up of purchasing power and the draining of 
the resources of the country to meet the de- 
mands of the Eastern creditors has had, 
among other effects, that of so reducing the 
traffic of the railways that they are faced 
Every prediction 
of post-war Canadian Governments has been 
falsified, and practically no promises affecting 
the security and prosperity of the individual 
have been kept. 


A NEW PARTY 

There is no belief in any of the old parties, 
and it is by no means improbable that, even 
in the short time available before the Federal 
elections of October 22nd, a new party, 
possibly headed by Mr. Stevens, the revolting 
Minister, may obtain the 
balance of power in co-operation with 
the Alberta Provincial Government, and 
transfer the” Social Credit victory to 
Ottawa, with results not only very im- 
portant in themselves, but quite probably de- 
cisive in the coming New Zealand elections, 
which are already certain to turn upon the 
question of Social Credit.

M. Laval, 
whatever the Press may believe or affect 
to believe, can at this stage hardly have 
any illusions about the firmness of the 
British determination to stand by the 
League. If he has, the significance of 
the rally to the British Government of 
Labour and Liberal leaders is curiously 
lost on a man who was already a political 
personality in i914, when the same 
phenomenon occurred. 


THE ONUS ON FRANCE 


The consequences of a refusal te uphold 
a British initiative, taken, presumably, 
only in the face of a threat to the very 
existence of the League, can hardly have 
escaped his anxious notice, All the ad- 
vantage of what could then only be a 
gesture would lie with Great Britain; all 
the onus for betrayal would lie on France, 
saddled, in addition, with the sm á 
standing reproach that behind a much- 
vaunted attachment to the League lay no 
more than a desire to use it as a com- 
bination against Germany. Moreover, 
even its possible usefulness in this direc- 
tion would no longer remain. 
More important still, there is the certain 
revulsion of British public opinion against 
any failuve to support what both countries 
have boasted as a common ideal and an 
equally certain, though perhaps mis- 
guided, determination to have the fewest 
possible future dealings with the Con- 
tinent of Europe. Faced in the last resort 
with an inevitable choice between British 
and Italian ideas, no French Government 
is likely to hesitate for long. 


OSTRICH-LIKE 


To avoid that choice if he can is M. 
Laval’s present concern, and indeed, to be 
just, his duty. Unfortunately for him, as 
for France, much of the Press persistently 
preserves an ostrich-like attitude, truly 
surprising in a race which has gained in 
the past a not unjustified reputation for 
clear and courageous thinking. With only 
the rarest exceptions on the extreme Right 
and the extreme Left, hardly a single 
newspaper will admit the existence of the 
dilemma. ‘‘ Something must be done ” is 
the burden of their cry. “‘ Nothing must 
break up the laboriously dstablinhed three 
Power front.’’ 

If this attitude were founded on sober 
optimism it would deserve only generous 
praise, but it plainly has its base less 
in the hope that ‘‘ something ” will happen 
than in a turning of the eyes from an 
admittedly perilous prospect. Where an 
avenue of escape is pointed out it takes 
all too often the shape of a climb down by 
Great Britain. A tendency to read a 
greater determination into» Signor 
Mussolini’s words—and actions—than the 
quiet restraint of British statesmen, is, 
perhaps, natural. But those whose wishes 
father the thought have found further con- 
solation, however brief, in the memory of 
vacillating British policy in the past, and 
fresh encouragement in writings and utter- 
ances across the Channel which are taken, 


the end Great Britain will yield because 
she must.

NEW CHARGES

further charges against Lord de Clifford, one 
of driving a motor vebicle in a manner 
dangerous to the public, and one of driving 
a motor vehicle on the road without due 
care and attention. 

Mr. Clayton, prosecuting, pointed out that 
the last charge was a summary one, and if 
the Bench decided te eommit Lord de Clifford 
for trial it cóuld remain on, the ahect. 
He declared “that the evidence showed Lord 
de Clifford’s car to be on the wrong side of 
the road.

r. Vernon-Davies, of Kingston 
Hospital, said that Hopkins died twenty 
minutes after admission, from extensive head 
injuries.

I saw Lord 
de Clifford and asked him, ‘Are you all 
right?’ He replied, ‘ Yes, perfectly all right.’ 
I then asked him if he would come and help 
somebody who was hurt in our car.” 


DEFENDANT'S STATEMENT 
Constable Wright said that Lord de Clif- 
ord’s car was in the middle of the road and 
Mr. Hopkins’s car on the near side: close to 
the kerb. Both cars were badly damaged 
on the off side, and the front off wheel of 
a de Clifford’s car was turned round

Lord de Clifford made the following state- 
ment to him:—‘'I was going at about forty 
miles per hour when, coming towards me, 
I saw a car which was driving along at tre- 
mendous i and I thought the car was 
out of control. I went over te my off side 
to avoid him, and then crossed to my near 
side, and we collided.’’ 

The constable added that he saw Mr. 
pkins’s car before the collision about half 
a mile away. It was then nang driven on 
its own side of the road and perfeetly under 
control.

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DECOMPOSED BODY 
FOUND

WASHINGTON, Wednesday. 


The body of John Hamilton, America’s 
Public Enemy Number 1, and the friend 
and associate of Dillinger, was found by 
G men—America’s Secret Service Police— 
to-day, buried near Oswego, Illinois. 

Mr. Hoover, of the Department of 
Justice, who made the announcement. said 
that the body was in an advanced state of 
decomposition. The G men believe that 
the gangster was killed during a battle 
with police in the summer of 1934. 

The Dillinger gang, of which he was a 
member, had a number of desperate en- 
counters with the police in April of that 
year, and it was reported some months 
ago by another member of the gang that 
Hamilton had been fatally wounded in one 
of these skirmishes. Officials of the De- 
partment of Justice stated then, however, 
that John Hamilton’s name would not be 
crossed off their books until his body was 
actually found. 

In sources believed to be reliable it is 
declared that John Hamilton died as th 
result of wounds received while fleeing with 
Dillinger from the road house known as 
Little Bohemia, where the gangsters were 
nearly trapped by the police. He is 
believed to have been hidden by friends 
in an apartment, where he lingered for 


several days. 
John Hamilton was the last of th 
Dillingerites. Reports that the vicious 


killer was dead and secretly buried had 
been circulated in the underworld and 
police circles for months, but the G men 
never relaxed their search to find the

Further clashes are feared, and the 
police have been reinforced at Puni, fit; 
miles south of Kovno. 

The Lithuaman President to-day “issued 
an appeal for national unity, in which he 
asserted that the events had been stirred 
up by “ a foreign Power.”

Kathleen Donnelly, who resided with her 
brother-in-law at Kilmoon, Meath, said that 
on Saturday, June 1, she and Mrs. Dillon were 
driven by John Monaghan to Ardcath, and 
returned about 9.50 p.m., witness going to 
bed an hour later. About 3.50 a.m. she was 
awakened by a crackling noise, and on getting 
up saw the garage and shed in fldmes. The 
flames were raging through the roof, and a 
quarter of the garage was burned down. She 
then called the others. 

Patrick Dillon, junior, described the scene. 
| The fire was so fierce, he said, that it was 
impossible to do anything. His motor car, 
which was in the garage, was in flames, 
and all that was saved was a turnip cutter 
and some hens. His motor car was valued for 
£294, and the shed and garage, which was 
built in 1918, cost £330, exclusive of labour. 
He estimated the damage done at roughly 
£600. 

In reply to Mr. McGrath, solicitor for the 
accused man, witness said that there was no 
enmity between Bowens and himself, 


ALLEGED STATEMENTS 


Sergeant Foley, Ashbourne, said that in 
consequence of a report he went to Patrick 
Dillon’s place at 4.20 a.m., and saw the shed 
and garage completely burned down. He 
arrested the accused man on June 26, charged 
and cautioned him. In a statement made to 
witness the accused man said that on June 1 
he took an empty tin for the purpose of getting 
petrol at Patrick Dillon’s, and he entered by 
the shed, which had two half-doors and were 
fastened by a bolt. There was an empty 
petrol tin there, so he went to the petrol tank 
at the back of the car. He loosened the 
plug to take out the petrol and he put in 
the empty tin. He was smoking at the time, 
when all of a sudden the place went in flames, 
He flung the .end of the cigarette he was 
smoking on the floor and it came in contact 
with the petrol. He had also lit matches 
while in the place. He then tried to put 
out the fire by throwing a sack on the fire 
which had started round the tank, and fail- 
ing to put it out, he ran out, got into his 
car and went home. 

Guard Foley, Dunshaughlin, said that while 
in the barracks the accused man said: “Í 
might as well tell you the whole thing.” After 
being cautioned, he made a statement, in 
which he said: “I am a garage proprietor, 
and while returning to Ashbourne on June 1 
I got a puncture. Í failed to fix it after some 
time. so decided to go to Patrick Dillon's, 
at Kilmoon, which was only a quarter of a

A HARD CHOICE FOR 
FRANCE 


DEFINITE DEMAND BY | 


THE HOME UNIONS 
——— 


The Rugby Union's communication to the 
French Rugby Federation has given the 
French a hard choire. 

They are to choose between a resumption 
of relations with the British and the mainten- 
ance of the French inter-club championships, 
from the gate money of which the clubs live. 

M. Roger Dantou, President of the French 
Rugby Federation, made this quite clear in a 
statement to the Auto. vat | anticipated what 
the British reply would be,” he said, “ and in 
addition to the laconic letter [ also received a 
four-page report from which it results, 
without any possible doubt, that the question 
of the resumption of international matches is 
conditional on the suppression of the inter- 
club championships. 

“ We are thus faced with a dilemma; either 
we maintain the championships and give up 
all hope of matches against the British Rugby 
Unions, or we do not give them up and go on

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COURT STORY OF A 
MOTOR CAR

While Ernest Metcalfe (27), a motor 
engineer, of Myrtle square, Harrogate, was 
in the local Police Court yesterday on a 
charge of causing grievous bodily harm to 
Police Constable Cecil Rhodes with intent to 
murder him, a blood transfusion was taking 
place, according to the prosec ution, in an 
effort to save the policeman’s life. 

Metcalfe was also charged with being in 
charge of a motor car while under the in- 
fluence of drink, and taking a car without 
the My og consent. 

Mr. Phythian, prosecuting, said that at 
about rán on August 10 a car which 
had been reported missing was seen standing 
in Westmorland street by Constable Bond and 
Constable Rhodes, who were in a police car. 
Metcalfe was at the driving wheel, and with 
him was Alfred Dacre (37), a labourer, of 
East Parade, Harrogate. Constable Rhodes 
got on to the running board, and the 
prisoner immediately started the car and 
drove along in a most erratic fashion in quick 
ig-Zags. 

““ Being unable to dislodge the constable,”’ 
said Mr. Phythian, ; “the prisoner ran close 
to a lamp post, with the intention of sweeping 
the constable off the running board. The first 
time he was unsuccessful, but at the second 
attempt the constable was knocked off and 
severely injured, so severely that even to- 
day his life is despaired of.”” 

‘arly the following morning the prisoner 
was found hiding at the back of Westmorland 


street and arrested. When charged with 
taking the car withoug the owner’s consent, 
he replied : “Correct. Alfie had nothing to 


do with it.’ 

The odie had matle inquiries, said Mr. 
Phythian, and were satisfied that Dacre had 
no knowledge that the car had been taken 
away. He, therefore, had been discharged 
at a previous hearing. 

He added that when the prisoner and Dacre 
were jointly charged at the police station 
with causing grevious bodily harm to Con- 
stable Rhodes, Metcalfe replied: ''I should 
like to alter that.
